KING GEORGE OF GREECE. 


HERE is not, it is safe to say, a single 
Englishman paying willing homage to 
the Princess of Wales as the sweetest 

Princess in Christendom, and as our cherished 
| Queen-to-be, who does not entertain the sincerest 
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sympathy with Her Royal Highness in these 
hours of dread anxiety regarding the terrible 
| straits into which the Cretan Trouble has plunged 
her beloved brother and trusty counseller, King 
George of Greece. Britons always admire pluck. 
And rash though the expedition was in the teeth 
of the opposition of the Great Powers of Europe, 
it was undeniably plucky of stalwart and hand- 
some King George to send a Greek Army 
Corps to the scceour of the Cretan Chris- 
tians, fighting for freedom in the mountains 
of Crete, and to place one of his sons, Prince 
t Nicholas, at the head of the first battalions 
dispatched from Athens to guard the frontier, 
and commission avother, gallant Prince George, 
to proeeed with a Greek man-of-war to the dis- 
turbed island itself. It is allowable to admire 
this revival of the old Greek military spirit with- 
out joining in the hysterical and manifestly 
unjust and ungenerous abuse of the Marquis of 
Salisbury, who, in his own quiet, firm way, per- 
suaded the other Powers to join England in 
assuring Crete the blessing of autonomy, free 


from the bane of ‘Turkish misrule. “he great 
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Statesman who at the present moment commands 
the confidence of every class of British politicians 
of impartial and unprejudiced mind has done 
more than this. Rising in the House of Lords 
as Prime Minister and as Foreign Secretary of 
the strongest British Government of modern 
times, Lord Salisbury delivered this hopeful 
message to Greece— 

If, when some years are passed, they shoull be of 
opinion that, looking at the financinl position, looking upon 
its success in past years in maintaining public order, look- 
ing upon the character of its administration and the salient 
features of its political history, an alliance with Greece- a 
closer union with Greece—is one which the Creta: popula- 
tion ought to desire, I am exceedingly sceptieal that the 
majority of the Great Powers would offer any opposition to 
such a result, 

Reigning over a population numbering less than 
half the population of London, King George of 
Greece has, by his native amiability, and by the 
spirit with which he has entered into the national 
life of Greece, won the love of his adopted 
country. Son of that ‘*Grand Old Man ” among

the Monarchs of Europe, King Christian IX. of 
Denmark, he naturally took to the sea as a 
young man, as his own son George has done 
after him. 
part of his manhood in Athens, as chosen King 
of Greece—a crown that was previously offered 
to and declined by our Queen’s second son, the 
Duke of Coburg. His Majesty has a congenial 
wife in Queen Olga; and their jubilee was made 
the occasion of hearty rejoicing at Athens, and 
of a grand complimentary gathering of the 
Fleets of the Great Powers at the Piræus in 
their honour The King’s reply to the joint 
Note of the Great Powers happily left the door 
open for further negotiations, which, it is 
sincerely to be hoped, may lead to a pacific and 
satisfactory issue after all.

during the past three months. I am fully awere that it 
needs no report from me to bring Mr. Biliotti’s undoubted 
ability and zeal in the performances of his important duties 
to the knowledge of his superiors, but I respectfully beg to 
request that my name may be added to those naval officers 
who have worked with him on similar occasions, and found 
a man of a just mind, whose influence is not confined to 
any side, but extends in his particular duties in this island 
to Cretans of both religious and every form of political 
opinion.

N the Army they have a very proper way of 
tempering justice with mercy.

The explanation of this 
thing lies in his having forfeited years of sarvice 
for some serious offence, and had them restored 
to him as a reward for keeping out of trouble for 
a subsequent term.

staff of those places was specially selected, and 
I expect they were.

PRINCIPLES OF CHESS. 

The open Rook's file acts very often like a two-edged 
sword. Sometimes it enables the player having the open 
Rook’s file to bring considerable attack to bear against his 
opponent’s Pawn at the other end ; at other times, however, 
the open Rook’s file may become a source of weakness to 
the player having it. This is particularly the case when a 
player castles on the side on which the open Rook’s file is 
situated. The opponent will then endeavour to take 
advantage of it, as shown in the excellent game which we 
publish ‘below, and which should serve as a warning to 
anyone not to castle towards the open Rook’s file.

His Excellency, having been as solicitous 
as the late Mr. James Russell Lowell himself to preserve 
a good understanding between the United States and 
England, and having laboured unceasingly to that end, 
naturally found a most sympathetic and friendly hostess 
in the Queen. Mr. Bayard leaves London with the 
good wishes of all sorts aad conditions of Englishmen and 
Englishwomen. Count Clary (Councillor at the Austro- 
Hungarian Embassy) and Countess Clary arrived at the 
Castle last Saturday, and had the honour of dining with 
their Majesties the Queen and Empress Frederick and the 
Royal n: The Bishop of Winchester and Colonel Sir 
Simon Lockhart, Bart., commanding the ist Life Guards, 
had the honour of being invited likewise.

The German Emperor and the Czar.—Count 
von Moltke, the German Emperor’s aide-de-camp, arrived 
at St. pee i last Sunday, and presented himself to 
the Czar at T's oe Selo, as newly appointed Commander 
of the Emperor Alexander Regiment. 


Major-General Sir Frederick Carrington 
late Commander of the forces in Matabeleland, left Ply. 
mouth last Saturday in the Orient liner Orizaha for 

Gibraltar, to resume his duties as Commander-in-Chief of 
the Forces, 


The Hyde Park Demonstration against “ the 
coercion of Greece” formulated by the Great Powers drew 
last Sunday afternoon about three or four thousand actual 
demonstrators, but several additional thousands of lookers- 
on, among whom were Mr. Curzon, Lord Salisbury’s able 
Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs, and Lord Tweed- 
mouth, Lord Carrington, and Mr. T. E. Ellis, M.P., the 
Liberal “ Whip.” 


The Reply of Greece to the Warning Note 
from the Great Powers of Europe was disclosed 
by the London Press on Tuesday. It was to the effect 
that the recall of the Greek troops before the safety 
of the Christians has been assured by the withdrawal 
of the Turkish garrisons and the adoption of some 
satisfactory provison for the future administration of 
the island would not be possible. The reply suggested 
that the Powers should make use of the Greek forces 
in the maintenance of order, promised to withdraw 
the Fleet, but claimed in the future a plébiscite as 
regards annexation. ‘The Greek war-ships left Canea on 
Monday evening. The same day the Allied Admirals 
directed the Greek Consul and Greek residents at Canea to 
withdraw. The Admirals telegraphed to their respective 
Governments for the immediate despatch of a battalion of 
6v0 men to maintain order in the large towns of Crete. 


The Greek Response was not deemed wholly satis- 
factory, but there was a teeling that the firm band of Lord 
Salisbury would bring about a settlement of the knotty 
question; and the prudent statement of the French Premier 
on Monday added strength to this hopeful idea. 


Rear-Admiral Harris, commanding the British 
war-ships off Crete, naturally resented the adverse criticism 
of the action of the Allied Admirals in their display of 
shells to awe the belligerent Turks and “ insurgents ” into 
armistice. He cubed from Suda Bay on March 4th: 
“They declare that they have always acted to prevent 
bloodshed without favouring the Turks any more than the 
insurgents.” The Canea photographs we print were from 
one of Admiral Harris’s courteous officers, Lieutenant 
Litchfield. The Allied forces, Marines and Bluejackets, 
have acted together on shore at Canea most amicably. 
How “Joe and Jack saved Canea” from destruction by fire 
was illustrated in last week’s P.I.P. 


The Public Funeral of Suleiman Bey, the 
Colonel of the Turkish gendarmes shot on March 2 during 
the disturbance in Canea, created a great impression among 
the townsfolk. It is probably the first time in hi-tory 
when armed guards representing six great European 
Powers have attended the funerai of a Turkish Bey. The 
Daily News Correspondent in Canea stated that on all 
sides the conduct of Major Bor throughout the crisis was 
highly applauded by Moslems and Christians alike. 


The Resumption of Hostilities near Canea 
clearly showed that a stronger force than the Greeks was 
requisite to restore order in Crete. Sharp fighting recom- 
menced at two o'clock on Tuesday morning all along the 
line between the insurgents and the cordon of Turkish 
troops posted outside Canea in the neighbourhood of 
Akrotiri and in the plain. Most sanguinary are these 
encounters. Take the capture of Voukoulies on Feb. 18, 
as graphically described by the Duily News Special: 

“The Cretans suffered heavily by their own fault. 
Major Constantinidis had given orders that there should be 
no musketry fire till the artillery work was done and the 
signal given. This order the Cretans disregarded, main- 
taining a furious and foolish fire throughout the morning, 
advancing to within a hundred yards of the redoubts, 
and wasting some fifty thousand cartridges, and losing 
thirty men. The Tu fired splendidly, wasting few 
bullets. Messengers were sent to Platania for ammu- 
nition, which arrived at night with a further battery of 
four guns. The Cretans maintained a desultory fire, the 
Turks replying till sundown. At night the Cretans sur- 
rounding the fort disobeyed orders, and dispersed in search 
of food. The Turks, profiting by this, evacuated their 
position, and slipped through, making in the direction of 
Canea. On Friday the guns had been placed in position, 
and the firing was about to beginat dawn when the gunners 
saw Cretans mount the parapet and plant the Greek flag 
on the walls.” 


The Situation on the Macedonian Frontier 
(according to an Athens despatch on Tuesday) was 
extremely strained. Reports were in circulation that 
Greek bands had already entered Macedonia. A number 
of bridges on the Monastir-Salonika Rai way have been 
blown up by insurgents, who were supposed to be Greeks. 


Her Royal Highness and Princess Victoria visited i The Crown Prince of Greece received orders to hold himself 
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in readiness to start at once for the frontier; but Turkey 
could, in case of war, easily vanquish the Greeks.
